AUTOMOBILES STRIKE TRAINS 
' Of the 4 ,8 5 3 highway grade crossings 
accidents occurring in 19 3 0, reports show 
that 1,27 6 of them resulted from opera­ 
tors 
of 
passenger 
automobiles, 
motor 
Mises, trucks and motorcy cles crashing 
into the side of trains, the safety section 
of the 
American 
Railway 
Association 
say s. 
In them 24 8 persons were killed 
and 1,7 7 1 
injured. 
The 
report 
shows 
that 
1,13 0 
passenger 
automobiles 
struck the side of trains. 
‘Tn many in­ 
stances, the operators of these automo­ 
biles first crashed through crossing gates 
before striking the train. 
In the preced­ 
ing y ear, the number of such accidents 
inv olv ing passenger automobiles totaled 
1^27 0 with 225 fatalities.'' 
According to the superintendent of the 
New York div ision of the Pennsy lv ania 
railroad, “ reckless motorists v rho crash 
into trains at highway crossings are re­ 
sponsible for more than 4 0 per cent of 
the highway crossing accidents reported 
for the first quarter of this y ear. Figures 
recently compiled by our department of 
safety show that 3 2 per cent of all cross­ 
ing accidents in the first three months 
of 19 3 1 were the result of motor v ehicles 
actually running into trains. 
Most motor­ 
ists want to be ,and are, careful driv ers, 
but these figures indicate how motor v e­ 
hicles, when recklessly driv en, become a 
menace to the railroad train, as well as to 
highway traffic. 
“ Analy sis of highway 
crossing 
acci­ 
dents on the Pennsy lv ania railroad so far 
this y ear indicates that one-half of all 
those 
accidents 
occurred 
when 
trains 
were either standing still or mov ing at 
less than 25 miles per hour. 
Thus the old 
conception that accidents happen because 
higli speed ex press trains bear down on 
the unsuspecting motorist before he can 
get out of the way is clearly unfounded. 
“ The number of cars which crash into 
standing 
trains 
is 
undoubtedly 
much 
greater than 
the 
public 
generally re­ 
alizes. 
We may wonder what is going on 
in a driv er’s mind which caused him to 
driv e deliberately into a train on a high­ 
way crossing, but the fact remains that 
the railroad's property is constantly being 
damaged by reckless motor driv ers. 
H “ We hav e had instances where these 
heedless driv ers, seemingly obliv ious to 
such a sizeable object as a railway box 
car, plunge headlong into 80 and 100 car 
freight trains when half of the train or 
more has already mov ed ov er the cross­ 
ing. 
Despite this recklessness on the part 
of some automobile driv ers the casualties 
f^ m highway crossing accidents on the 
Pennsy lv ania railroad were reduced 3 2 
per cent last y ear, and we are ex erting 
ev ery effort to make a still further reduc­ 
tion this y ear.“ 
! When an automobile is in collision with 
a;raiIroad train, the supreme court of the 
Uuited States 
has 
ruled, the blame is 
squarely on the driv er of the highway v e­ 
hicle; he knows that he is v enturing on 
tracks along whicti a fast train is likely 
la come. 
Notwithstanding the combined 
efforts of the press, railroad and highway 
safety counsellors, it is plain that many 
driv ers are inex cusably reckless in cross­ 
ing railroads at grade. 
That the situa­ 
tion is growing better is a source of some 
gratification to those who are crusading 
for safe crossing of tracks. 
There are 
some driv ers who are not to be cured- 
They blow their horns and seem to ex ­ 
pect trains to mov e out of their path. The 
cure for them is to deny them the priv i­ 
lege of operating automotiv e v ehicles.

ICEBERGS DISAPPEAR 


From Columbia Missourian . 
Icebergs! When the 
dread 
word is 
mentioned on the seas, 
shudders 
sweep 
ov er the passengers of a ship, for ice­ 
bergs are the 
greatest 
menace 
of the 
ocean. 
Each spring great fleets of these 
gleaming 
mountains 
are 
ex pected to 
break from their frozen moorings on the 
coast of far Greenland and drift down in­ 
to the ship lanes, jostling, pushing, de­ 
stroy ing all in their path, like the my thi­ 
cal monsters in ancient tales. 
It is al­ 
way s a gamble as to the number of ice­ 
bergs which annually will inarch ma­ 
jestically down the sea, a menace to nav i­ 
gation, for sometimes, there are merely a 
few to be av oided, but at other times the 
ship lanes seem to bristle with these ter­ 
rific bodies which lear 
their 
glittering 
heads, sometimes, 3 00 feet abov e the sea 
and dip their feet six times farther than 
that into the depths. 
It was in the summer of 19 24 that the 
waters were practically free from ice­ 
bergs and only 11 were counted mov ing 
down the currents. 
But three y ears ago, 
1,3 00 mountains of ice pushed off from 
Greenland and, trav eling past the shores 
of 
Labrador 
and 
Baffin 
Island, drift­ 
ed down the 
ship 
lanes 
at 
the 
rate 
of about 5 0 feet a day . 
As a result of disasters, notably the 
loss of the Titanic, an ice patrol, financed 
by 14 nations, was instituted and now 
cutters of the coast guard are stationed 
along the danger lines to warn other v es­ 
sels of the changing positions of the ice­ 
bergs. 
But this spring a phenomenon has oc­ 
curred. 
The coast guard cutters are in 
readiness and waiting in port ex pecting 
to be called out for duty — ex pecting daily 
to hear that the icy fleet has arriv ed. But 
no call has come- 
For the first time in 
history the sea is a v ast water-plain, un­ 
broken by a single ice mountain on all 
its wastes! The spring horde of jostling 
ice has failed to come maching past the 
4 5 parallel of latitude, the danger line. 
It is one of nature’s my steries, prob­ 
ably inex plainable. 
But coast guard of­ 
ficers believ e that 
the 
unusually warm 
winter just past has caused less ice to 
form along the shores of Baffin Island 
and Labrador, in which case the fleet of 
icebergs released from Greenland may 
hav e gone ashore 
along 
those 
places. 
These icebergs may or may not break 
from their new moorings and drift tardi- 
Iv into their accustomed lanes.
